Perhaps that is just what is lacking in the 
autumn faire—the need of a real competition to 
find the best jn the entire district. 

School fairs seem more representative ot! 
the student relation to agriculture than the adult} 
fair is representative of agriculture. The rea- 
son is not far to seek—the motives behind the 
two. The school fair receives the wholehearted 
aupport of the scholars and their parents but 
the farmers’ fair does not recelve such unani- 
mous endorsement. It is perhaps too nich to 
expect exhibitors to show their wares and not 
to attract a great*deal of attention to the win- 
nings but the prizes won can occupy t©o great a 
place. Scholars Ilke to win prizes but they are 
hardly as keen for them as they are in showing 
their accomplishments to heir fellows. 

Another advantage of the children's fair 
over the adult fair lics in the difference of youth 
and age. A child looks at the panorama of the 
fair, the concrete atmosphere of a fair stirs him 
but his father has to look after the dollars and 
cens and he cannot be blamed over much for 
that. “i 

This mgtely goes to show that schoo) fairs 
are by nature fitted to do a good work in pre- 
paring the young for their calling as farmers of 
the future.

could be prevented. Large cities, 
with thelr competent, well-staffed 
health” departments have so reduced. 
death-rafes that there are many dis- 
eases, almost unknown in those cities, 
which still continue to take as heavy} 
toli-in rural parts as they did fifty; 
years ago. Typhold fever. for exam- 
ple, is virtually unknown in the city 
of Toronto, but all over the Canad- 
fan countryside and in the smaller 
urban centres, {t takes its annual toll 
of lives. 

Of course, the remedy for this Is 
increased, expenditure on health in 
those vast. neglected areas. ‘County 
Heath Units,’ smail, full-time, ‘effi- 
clent public health departments, sim~ 
ilar to those of big cities, should re- 
place the present system ’of part-time, 
underpaid, unsupported county medi- 
cal health officers. Many respon- 
sible organizations have recently pass- 
ed resolutions favoring this reform. 
Up to the time of .writing the most re- 
cent were the United Farmers of Al- 
berta and the United Farm Women 
of Alberta. Wherever these county 
health units have been organized — 
notably in Quebec—they have suc- 
ceedeg beyond the wildest dreams, in 
saving life and preventing sickness. 
Death-rates have been hammered 
down, and th untold economic waste 
of unnecessary sickness and premat- 
ure death have been strikingly reduc- 
ed.

Toronto, Sept. 2¢—"Only through the 
courageous intelligent support of the 
press has an aggressive campaign 
against venereal disease been possible,” 
stated Dr. Gordon Bates, genera! sec- 
Tetary of the Canadian Soctal Hygitne 
Ccuncll. interviewed here today. ? 
The problem of venereal disease con- 
trol is extrzmely difficult. Generally 
speaking. these diseases bring with 
them no ‘scarlet letter’, no mark of 
shame whereby their victims may be 
known and treatment given them. 
“Indeed.” the doctor atated, “per-' 
haps the fist thing that strikes one it. 
a large venereal disease clinis is that 
the patients on the whole seem very 
likely looking either as to mental or 
physical characteristics. While It 1s 
trus that there are certain character- 
istic outward signs in the early stages. 
most cases attending clinics are in a 
stage of the disease in which the aver- 
age ptrron could not detect the pres- 
ence of the disease. This gives me 
the opportunity of emphasizing the fact 
that there are a larg: number of syph- 
iitics who despite the fact that they 
fre harbouring the germs which wih 
ultimately fulfil their sinister purpos?

Communication between the officers 
in charge of the three bases was main- 
tained by wireless, and the aircraft} 
were cbliged to communicate with 
their own cperating bases every few 
minutes.

Ottawa Bureau / Has Vexed 
Question in Consideration 
~ at Present 








THREE M. AIN . DIVISIONS 


Ottawa, September 28—The ques- 
tlons which will be asked the people 
of Canada at the next general cen- 





-]sus are now under consideration by 


the Dominion: Bureau of Statistics. 

The present plan is to take the cen- 
sus, beginning on June 1, 1931, and 
all the questionnaires to be used 
must be adopted by the Governor- 
in-Ccuncil. In view of the immense 
amount of printing and organization 
required, the initial plans are well 
under way. 

The vexed question of whether 
people should be classed as Cana- 
dians or according to the nations 
from which their ancestors came, will 
not llkely prove so troublesome in the 
case of the census, as it frequently 
has with other Dominion and provin- 
cial Governments services. The name 
of every man, woman, boy and girl 
in Canada will be taken down. They 
will likely be sted as Canadians, 
British subjects who are not Cana- 
dians, and aliens, 

Canadians will include all those 
born in Canada, all other British sub- 
fects who have lived in Canada long
